PREFACE 


The  following  report  on  the  health  of  Shipley,  Bingley,  Baildon  and 
Denholme  has  been  compiled  along  lines  laid  down  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 
It  describes  the  work  of  the  various  departments  carried  out  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  John  Battersby  whose  untimely  death  in  May  1972  came  as 
a  great  shock  to  all.  Dr.  Battersby  will  be  missed  greatly  by  his 
colleagues  in  Public  Health  who  held  him  in  very  high  esteem  and  also  by 
many  members  of  the  general  public  -whom  he  has  helped  during  his  25  years 
as  Medical  Officer  cf  Health. 

Since  Dr,  Battersby  took  office  here  in  1947  great  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  environment  of  this  area  especially  with  regard  to  the  preva¬ 
lence  of  infectious  disease.  The  follov/ing  figures  demonstrate  the  marked 
improvement  which  has  taken  place  not  only  in  infectious  disease  but  also 
in  the  vital  statistics  related  to  childbirth,  which  have  long  been 
regarded  as  a  sensitive  index  of  social  and  environmiental  health  in  an  area.

A  glance  at  these  figures  shows  clearly  that  today  infectious  diseases 
have  lost  their  former  social  significance.  It  is  nevertheless  vitally 
important  that  v/e  keep  constantly  vigilant  to  make  sure  they  do  not  once 
more  gain  a  foothold  in  our  midst. 


This  improvement  in  the  eradication  of*  infectious  diseases  has  been 
brought  about  mainly  by  better  methods  of  control  of  the  environment  and 
also  by  ensuring  that  preventive  inoculation  of  all  babies  in  the  area 
against  these  diseases  is  carried  out  in  the  early  months  and  years  of 
life.  It  is  clear  therefore  that  the  people  of  this  area  are  indebted 
to  Dr.  Batter sby  for  his  care  and  devotion  to  duty  over  so  many  years.

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SOCIAL  CO  LTTIONS 


The  Division  comprises  four  Urban  Districts  -  SMpley,  Bin'-.ley, 

Baildon  and  Denholme,  The  primary  industry  is  wool  manufacture,  but 
a  considerable  population  engage  in  other  heavy  industry. 

Shipley  is  a  compact  industrial  tov/n  of  2,1 8Z|.  acres  and  an  estimated 
population  of  28,570.  The  principal  industry  is  the  manufacture  of  worsted 
cloths  but  other  industries  include  light  and  heavy  engineering,  joinery , 
building,  foobvvear  and  plastics,  all  of  Y/hich  contribute  to  diversification 
of  occupational  resources. 

Tliere  are  4,09^  Council  ovned  properties  in  Shipley,  3,06l  of  these 
having  been  erected  since  the  1939“45  Y/ar,  Approximately  h^f  are  houses 
or  bungalows,  the  remainder  being  flats,  maisonettes  and  bedsitters. 


^iryjley 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  extensive  development  and  pe-development 
either  by  the  district  council  or  private  enterprise  in  the  centre  of  the 
to'/n  and  in  adjacent  villages  and  localities.  Lrovision  for  elderly  persons 
has  been  made  at  Ashfield  Court  and  Court  and  other  housing  includes 

nearly  200  flats  at  Crossley  Uood.  A  County  Council  Home  at  Cottingley 
accommodates  55  elderly  residents. 

The  Council  had  erected  pre-v/ar  about  700  houses  in  Crossflatts, 

Harden,  Culling'vvorth,  Wilsden,  Cottingley  and  Gilstead,  Post-war 
construction  in  various  i^arts  of  Bingley  and  the  peripheral  villages  has 
produced  a  total  provision  of  almost  2,000  houses  and  flats.  Further 
extension  is  pjrojected  in  the  Church  Street  area  of  Central  Bingle^^', 


Baildon 

The  ancient  village  has  changed  in  character  and  the  town  novi  largely 
comprises  modern  development  vrhich,  in  a  period  of  40  yeans,  has  extended 
from  the  industrial  Icnwer  tier  up  to  the  moors.  The  Council  own  over  1  ,000 
houses  and  bungaloY/s,  many  reserved  for  elderly  persons,  llsdch  the  greater 
part  of  these  have  been  erected  since  1945* 

Penhqljrn 

Tlie  environs  are  mral  but  the  centre  of  the  town  remains 
predominantly  1  9th  Century  type  with  a  high  percentage  of  back  to  back 
houses.  The  town  is  industrial  in  character  and  the  periphery  has 
scattered  hamlets  and  farms*  Basic  industries  are  associated  with  wool 
although  a  silk  mill,  joinery,  stone  quarry  and  sawmills  i^rovide 
occuxntion.

Immigrant  labour  i/hich  supplements  the  high  demand  for  skilled  and 
unskilled  workers  in  textiles,  transTjort  and  the  nursing  services,  is 
available  locally'’  but  most  of  these  workers  live  in  Bradford,  Consequently 
v/e  have  not  been  subject  to  the  social  pressures  evident  in  other  areas 
during  an  extensive  programme  of  rehousing.  The  Manager  at  the  local 
office  of  the  Department  of  Employment  reports  as  follcavs;- 

The  unemployment  register  which  was  relatively  high  at  the  end  of 
1970  continued  to  rise  steadily  throughout  the  T/hole  of  the  period.  It 
did  in  fact  double  by  the  end  of  the  year*  the  highest  figure  reached  in 
1970. 

Short-time  working  ■'.va.s  fairly  heavy  during  the  ea.rly  months,  mainly 
in  the  textile  industry,  but  dropped  sharply  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Demand  for  labour  in  textiles  and  engineering  remained  constant  but 
light  throughout  the  year. 


MBODATOI^.  S|?^yiC_E 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  a  free  service  Td.thin  the 
National  Health  Service  designed  to  assist  in  the  diagnosis,  prevention 
and  control  of  infection.  The  Y/ork  is  essentially  microbiological  and  the 
only  other  pathological  investigations  undertaken  axe  those  associated  Y/ith 
bacteriological  and  biological  problems.  Specimens  may  be  submitted  by 
Doctors,  Veterinary  Surgeons,  Hentists,  i^ersons  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
Medica.l  Officer  of  Health  such  as  Health  Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors, 
or  representatives  of  official  bodies.  Specimens  cannot  be  accepted  from 
private  persons. 


BrB^_TIOUS_DISEA^ 

In  the  field  of  infectious  diseases,  the  number  of  notifications 
was  very  small  and  principally  related  to  children's  ailments.  Only 
isolated  cases  of  dysentery  and  food  poisoning  were  notified.

Dr.  '.7.D.  Hamilton,  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  gives  the  follovTing 
report  on  the  VT’ork  of  the  Chest  Clinic: - 

Notified  cases  during  the  yeer  1971  numbered  8. 

Attendances  at  the  Clinic  shovred  a  slight  reduction  from  previous 
years.  Total  attendances  during  1971  vere  121 6, 

The  number  of  contacts  seen  "vvas  224;  of  these  128  vere  nexi  and 
included  11  young  babies  vaccinated  viith  B.C.C, 

Y7e  continue  to  see  all  Mantoux  positive  school  leavers.  No  cases 
of  active  tubercle  Y/ere  found  in  this  group.  Those  \\dth  severe 
reactions  were  kept  under  observation  for  a  tim^e, 

A  Mass  X-ray  survey  carried  out  at  Bingley  College  of  Education 
during  the  year.  No  ne’#/  cases  were  added  to  the  Register  as  a  result. 

There  is  no  Care  Corrumittee  in  the  Division,  All  dificulties  are 
dealt  Y/ith  at  the  Clinic  Y/ith  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Visitor 
Y;hose  services  ai'e  much  appreciated,

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS 

Sgotion  47  of  the  194B  Aot  is  designed  to  help  persons  who, 
suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being  aged  or  physically 
handicapped  and  living  in  an  insanitary  environment,  are  unable  to 
devote  to  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  others,  proper  care 
and  attention. 

Under  the  original  Act,  application  was  submitted  to  a  Magistrate’s 
Court  for  removal  of  such  persons,  but  later  an  accelerated  procedure 
was  introduced  whereby  application  can  be  made  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
in  an  emergency.  It  was  not  necessary  to  utilize  this  Section  during  the 
year,  alternative  provisions  being  secured  for  the  few  cases  that  came 
under  consideration. 

Wardens  Schemes  for  the  Aged, 

There  are  many  elderly  persons  living  alone  who  are  able  to  look 
after  themselves  but  are  nevertheless  grateful  for  someone  to  keep  a 
watchful  eye  on  them.  The  Home  Warden  is  responsible  for  the  oversight 
of  such  persons  whose  names  have  been  submitted  to  her,  usually  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Health  Visitor,  She  calls  on  the  person  each  day 
excepting  Sunday  to  see  that  alL  is  well  and  if  necessary  summons  the 
G-eneral  Practitioner  or  informs  the  Health  Department  of  any  needs  of  the 
person  concerned.

Section  22  ~  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children, 

1 ,  Child  Health  Centres 

There  are  9  such  centres -in  the  Division,  Shipley  has  the  main 
central  Somerset  House,  an  adapted  house  used  as  such  since  1932  which 
accommodates  a  full  range  of  services.  This  Centre  is  to  be  replaced 
by  a  new  purpose-built  Health  Centro  on  a  site  in  the  Town  Centre, 

nt  Vfrose  an  immediate  post  war  pre -fabricated  Clinic  serves  the 
locality  adequately. 
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At  Baildon  there  is  a  West  Riding  "R"  type  Clinic  which ^ is  also 
used  by  a  local  G-eneral  Practitioner  partnership  as  their  main  surgery# 

The  Denholiae,  Cullingworth  and  Cottingley  districts,  have  modern 
mini  t3rpe  clinics  which  are  also  used  by  local  doctors,  as  branch  surgeries# 

The  villages  of  Harden  and  Wilsden  are  served  by  fortnightly  clinics 
in  rented  premises  at  the  Memorial  Hall  and  Red  House  respectively# 

This  latter  will  shortly  be  replaced  by  a  Health  Centre  v^hich  will  also 
be  the  Headquartera  of  a  G-eneral  Practitioner  partnership  of  three 
doctors# 

The  main  Bingley  Centre  is  in  the  former  Day  Nursery  building  in 
Myrtle  Park  and  hereto  a  Health  Centra  is  to  be  built  on  an  excellent 
site  acquired  in  the  Central  Re— development  iirea#  Accommodation  will  be 
provided  for  local  G-eneral  Practitioners# 

A  Mobile  Clinic  Unit  introduced  in  19^2,  serves  the  localities  of 
the  Coach  Road,  Baildon,  Upper  Baildon,  Otley  Road,  Baildon  and  Eldwiok, 
Bingley#  A  new  Mini— clinic  is  at  present  in  construction  at  Eldwick 
which  will  replace  the  Mobile  Unit  and  will  also  be  a  branch  surgery  for 
a  local  doctor. 

Attendances  at  these  Centres  in  1971  were  similar  to  those  in  1970 
(see  table  p -ge  67) 

2 •  Care  of  Unmarried  Mother  and  Her  Child 

Special  arrangements  are  made  with  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  for  the 
care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  for  a  period  both  before  and  after  confinement# 

3,  Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers 

The  Dental  Services  at  Somerset  House,  Shipley,  continue  to  treat 
mothers  and  children  referred  to  them# 

4.  Screening  of  Infants  for  Physical  Handicaps 


The  Department  is  notified  by  Midwife  or  Doctor  of  all  congenital 
defects  observed  in  the  perinatal  period#  A  computer  record  for  such 
children  is  opened  to  ensure  periodic  review  and  follow-up  throughout 
the  child’s,  life  to  school  leaving  age# 

(b)  Qrtolani  Teating# 

This  test  to  detect  and  ensure  early  treatment  of  congenital 
dislocation  of  the  hip,  continues,  and  during  the  year  5  babies  were 
confirmed  oases# 
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(c)  Phenylketonuria  Teatin,^;, 

This  test  is  applied  by  Midwives  to  new  babies  within  the  first  few 
days  of  life  and  all  tests  made  in  1971  were  negative, 

(d)  Hearing  Tests, 

By  means  of  the  West  Riding  computer  all  children  are  given 
appointments  at  set  intervals  to  ensure  that  their  hearing  is  v/ithin 
normal  limits.  The  tests  are  carried  out  in  the  Health  Centres,  by 
Nursing  Staff  who  have  had  special  training  in  the  technique  involved, 

5*  Premature  Babies 


Facilities  are  available  for  giving  premature  babies  the  specialised 
care  necessary  (see  table  page  66) 

Section  23  -  Domiciliary  Midv/ifery, 

Four  district  Midwives  are  employed  and  although  the  number  of 
domiciliary  confinements  has  decreased  considerably  in  recent  years,  a 
considerable  proportion  of  a  Midwife’s  time  is  occupied  in  ante-natal 
care  and  the  post  natal  care  of  mothers  delivered  in  hospital  who  are 
discharged  within  48  hours. 

Section  24  ~  Health  Visiting, 

Health  Visitors  who  also  act  as  School  Nurses  are  all  attached  to 
medical  practices  and  are  assisted  by  a  number  of  State  Registered  Nurses, 

Section  23  -  Home  Nursing, 

Staff  comprises  10  whole  time  and  one  part  time  District  Nursing- 
Sisters  and  two  State  Enroll.ed  Nurses,  Nurses  are  attached  to  G-oneral 
Medical  Practitioners  v;ith  v\rhom  close  liaison  is  maintained  (see  table  pa/j  69 

Day  and  Night  Nursing  Services, 

This  scheme  is  intended  to  meet  the  needs  of  patients  for  short 
periods  during  terminal  illness  or  other  exceptional  circumstances. 

Many  relatives  prefer  to  help  nurse  the  patient  themselves  for  varying 
reasons.  Nevertheless  when  illnG;ss  is  protracted,  additional  help  is 
sometimes  a  necessity  and  this  service  covers  such  needs. 

This  is  an  expanding  service  and  is  staffed  by  State  Registered  Nurses, 
State  Enrolled  Nurses  and  Nursing  Auxiliariea  who  work  on  a  casual, 
part-time  basis,  23  patients  v;ere  covered  by  this  service  at  a  total 
of  2003  hours  during  1971* 
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Section  26  -  Vaccination  and  Irinunisation 


The  West  Ptiding  Conputer  progranne  of  vaccination  and  imunisation 
was  introduced  in  the  Division  for  children  born  on  or  after  1st  January 
1968.  This  progranne  pronotes,  with  parents'  consent,  appointments  at 
the  appropriate  tines  for  children  to  be  protected  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  polionyelitis  and  measles. 

Section  28  ~  Prevention  of  Illness;  Caro  and  After-Care 

Health  Education 

Health  Education  has  a  different  meaning  to  different  people. 
Initially  it  was  mainly  concerned  with  giving  information  and  advice 
about  factors  promoting  physical  health,  such  as  fresh  air,  exercise, 
diet  and  hygiene.  How  it  is  increasingly  issuing  advice  about  mental 
well  being  and  includes  talks  on  sex  education,  family  relationships, 
and  social  problems.  There  is  hardly  an  aspect  of  life  which  can  be 
excluded  from  the  orbit  of  health  education  when  viewed  under  the 
following  definition.  Health  Education  is  the  giving  of  knowledge  on 
aspects  of  living  aimed  at  placing  on  the  individual  the  responsibility 
of  combating  disease  and  through  seUf-discipline  achieving  those  standards 
of  health  which  result  in  vigour,  efficiency,  contentment  and  happiness 
for  himself  and  others. 

Informal  health  education  is  carried  out  every  day  by  all  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Team  in  an  unobtrusive  and  unspectacular  nnnner. 
There  are  occasions  when  group  participation  is  beneficial  and  indeed 
necessary,  and  this  is  where  formal  healtla  education  takes  its  place. 


The  nursing  staff  have  during  the  year  given  a  considerable 
proportji-on  of  their  time  to  group  health  education  and  the  figures  below 
relate  to  the  groups  and  numbers  of  people  involved.

Chiropody  Service 

The  County  Council’s  scheme  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946>  provides  free  chiropody  for  persons 
of  pensionable  age. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  In  Shipley,  Baildon,  Denholme, 
Cullingworth  and  V/ilsden,  Clinic  premises  are  used,  being  either  ovmed 
or  leased  by  the  local  health  authority.  In  Bingley  previous 
arrangements  hold  whereby  patients  attend  the  surgeries  of  approved 
chiropodists, 

/J.1  chiropodists  employed  in  the  Division  are  State  Registered  and 
undertake  work  on  a  sessional  basis.  Reference  to  tables  appended 
below  gives  some  indication  of  the  scope  of  the  service.  Relief 
afforded  elderly  people  and  the  help  given  them  in  pursuing  everyday 
activities  is  difficult  to  over-estimate  for  disabilities  of  the  foot 
are  frequently  the  culmination  of  neglect  earlier  in  life  and  failure  on 
the  part  of  the  community  to  provide  and  practise  preventive  chiropody 
in  youth.  Rapid  development  of  the  chiropody  service  as  part  of  the 
National  Heakth  Service  has  been,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Home  Help  Service, 
an  invaluable  contribution  to  domiciliary  care  and  general  well  being.

Patients  apply  through  their 
family  doctor  or  directly  to  the  Health  Department  by  letter  or  telephone* 
Should  there  be  any  abnormality  necessitating  further  procedures  the 
Medical  Practitioner  is  informed  of  the  pathologist  * s  report.  Reports 
positive  for  carcinoma  are  telephoned  directly  on  receipt  to  the  private 
doctor  and  the  patient  advised  to  contact  him.  Screening  Clinics  are 
held  weekly  at  Somerset  House,  Shipley,  and  fortnightly  at  Myrtle  Park 
Clinic,  Bingley. 

Where  facilities  are  available,  sessions  are  undertaken  at  factories 
by  the  Department.  Re-examinations  will  be  undertaken  at  5”yG^^rly 
intervals.  In  the  course  of  the  medical  examination,  women  patients  are 
also  inspected  for  the  presence  of  breast  cancer  and  instructed  in  the 
means  of  prevention.

The  number  of  applications  for  grants  approved  this  year  was  43 
standard  and  53  discretionary,  this  is  approximately  32^  increase  on  last 
year;  making  a  total  of  738  grants  since  the  incex^tion  of  the  Improvement 
Grant  Scheme.  The  figure  comprises  430  et  ndard  and  308  discretionary 
grants. 

It  is  noticeable  that  the  above  increase  is  entirely  due  to  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  discretionary  grants,  the 
figure  for  standard  grants  being  marginally  lo^;er  than  last  year.

■;Ihcn  staff  shortage  occurs  the  routine  inspection  of  food  shops  and 
the  sampling  of  milk  and  other  foods  invariably  suffer  first  and  the 
shortage  of  one  district  inspector  for  six  months  of  the  year  is  reflected 
most  noticeably  in  the  figures  belov/, 

Ho'.vevor,  every  effort  was  made  to  maintain  standards  previously 
achieved  and  the  department  continued  to  advise  food  handlers  at  every 
opportunity  on  the  techniques  of  hygienic  handling  and  on  the  need  for 
efficient  stock  rotation.  On  this  latter  subject  it  is  often  found  that 
retailers  arc  not  conversant  v/ith  the  manufactux-ern’  coding  sj^stem  and 
adopt  no  date  coding  system  of  their  enm. 

In  some  cases  the  manufacturer:*  code  is  not  readily  visible  to  the 
retailer  and  in  other  cases  the  codes  are  designed  to  confuse.

The  Shipley  No,  10  and  11  Smoke  Control  Orders  hecame  operational 
on  the  1st  June,  1971?  mor'king  the  com^^letion  of  the  Council’s  Smoke 
Control  Programme,  The  v/hole  tovai  is  no\7  subject  to  Smoke  Control  Orders, 

It  is  api:)arent  that  some  bituminous  coal  is  still  being  burnt 
resulting  in  emissions  which  contravene  these  orders  and  it  will  be 
necessary  for  the  department  to  take  continued  action  to  enforce  the 
orders  if  the  full  benefits  of  smoke  control  arc  to  be  achieved. 

Four  applications  for  ]prior  approval  of  industrial  boiler  p)lant  and 
four  aioijlications  for  apx)roval  of  now  chimney  heights  v/ere  received  and 
approved. 

During  the  course  of  the  yoax  21  timed  observations  of  industrial 
chimneys  were  made  and  24  inspections  of  industrial  i^lant  i/ere  carried 
out.  Three  notices  of  offence  under  Section  1  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  v;ere 
served  but  legal  proceedings  were  not  instituted  in  regard  to  these 
offences. 

Following  numerous  complaints  in  1970  regarding  the  herbicidal 
effects  (3f  fumes  emitted  from  a  dyeworks  in  the  town,  the  cornx^any 
concerned  agreed  to  discontinue  use  of  certain  "carriers"  used  in  the 
dyeing  of  synthetic  materials  and  knov^n  to  have  herbicidal  properties. 

The  stepDs  taken  seem  to  have  had  some  success  and  during  the  summer  of 
1971  vegetation  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  v;orks  appeared  to  recover. 
Unfortunately,  the  alternative  carrier  used,  although  being  of  a 
relatively  lo^w  toxicity  and  readily  biodegradable,  has  an  unxrdeasant 
odotir,  Mfxy  complaints  alleging  nuisance  from  the  fumes  entering  houses 
in  the  ^’■icinity  of  the  works  were  received  during  the  year*.  The  search 
for  a  comx-letely  satisfactory^  solution  to  this  laroblem  is  continuing,

Every  effort  v/as  made  to  maintain  a  v^eekly  collection  service  for 
the  whole  of  the  tov/n  and  this  was  achieved  thircughout  the  rpreater  part 
of  the  year  although  difficulties  were  exp^erienced  at  holidays. 

A  work  study  based  bonus  scheme  prepared  for  the  Cleansing  depaxtment 
was  a]pprcved  by  the  Council  in  February.  Unfortuna.tely ,  it  xjas  not  possible 
to  reach  full  agreement  betv/een  management,  unions  and  employees  on  the 
imi:)lementaticn  of  the  scheme  and  finally  the  prop)Csals  w’^ere  rejected  by  the 
employees. 

It  auppeared  that  the  rejection  w-as  on  the  grounds  that  ’targets'  had 
been  set  too  high  and  that  a  number  of  refuse  collectors  vrould  have  to  be 
redeployed  in  other  depajrtments. 

In  June  1971,  a  35  cu.yd.  S.  &  D,  Packamatic  refuse  compression 
vehicle  ordered  in  1 970  was  received  and  p^ut  into  commission  on  the 
Saltaire  district;  a  further  vehicle  of  this  type  was  ordered  but  had 
not  been  received  by  the  end  of  the  year.

Paper  Sack^ 

For  several  years  all  new  Council  flats  and  ma.isonettes  have  been 
provided  vnth  a  papoer  sack  system  of  refuse  storage,  the  sacks  being 
supprorted  on  wall  mounted  sack  holders  group^ed  in  comp:)Ounds  with  self 
closing  gates.  In  most  cases  this  has  proved  very  successful.  However, 
despite  the  sacks  being  enclosed  in  comp/cunds  trouble  has  been  experienced 
in  s'-:me  areas  frem  dogs  or  cats  damaging  the  sacks  and  causing  spillage  of 
refuse.  In  a  minority  of  cases  the  system  ha.s  been  grossly  abused  by  the 
tenants  who  have  not  bothered  to  fit  the  sack  in  the  holder  parovided  but 
have  used  the  cempmund  as  a  'midden'  and  emptied  all  their  refuse  on  the 
floor,  resulting  in  the  necessity  for  a  sp/ecial  collection.  In  the  hope 


V' 
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of  reducing  damage  to  sacks  and  other  abuse  of  the  s^^stem,  neiw  Council 
proxr.'crties  ore  now  beinf^  provided  v/ith  bins  and  the  bin  liner  system  is 
being  used. 

Toi/ards  the  end  of  the  year  a  pilot  scheme  using  i^lastic  bin  liners 
v;as  introduced  for  approximately  120  x-i'ivate  houses  in  the  Nab  VJoed  area. 
The  scheme  v/as  generally  spe asking  very  \7ell  received  and  has  been 
continued  on  a  x^ermanent  ba.sis  in  this  i;ilot  area. 

The  total  number  of  dv/ellings  using  pap.'er  sacks  is  1,100  and  the 
total  number  of  dwellings  using  bin  liners  is  700, 

Trade  Refus_e 

The  Council  entered  into  235  ccntracts  to  remove  trade  refuse;  the 
income  from  this  source  was  £1,459  compared  with  £1,132  in  1970.  Clean 
Cr?jrdboard  and  wastepaper  is  collected  from  trade  premises  free  of  charge. 

Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  is  dip.osed  of  by  controlled  tipping  in  the  quarry  at  Vvrese 
Brow  and  the  Council  continued  to  receive  refuse  from  the  Baildon  Urban 
District  for  which  a.n  approp)riate  charge  is  made.  The  high  percentage  of 
XDaper  and  polythene  x^^esent  in  domestic  refuse  and  the  shortage  of  suitable 
covering  material  X-'^esent  serious  difficulties.  In  some  situations  it  was 
found  practicable  to  dig  shale  from  the  quarry  site  for  use  as  cover  but 
this  material  provides  a  very  x^cor  surface  for  veliiclcs  to  run  on 
particularly  in  wet  w^eather. 

Refuse  is  levelled  ancl  covered  by  means  of  a  b’catherill  L  50  four 
wheel  drive  loading  shovel.  The  income  from  the  tixj  ^:as  £139^,  an  increase 
of  £466  on  last  year;  this  figure  excludes  x-cyment  received  from  Baildon 
Urban  District  Council, 

Joint  discussions  with  Baildon,  Bingley  and  Bradford  regarding  a 
joint  refuse  disx:^osal  scheme  continued  and  a  report  T;as  received  from  the 
Consultants  ih February  •  indicating  the  feasibility  of  a  total  incineration 
plant  to  serve  the  four  authorities.  This  v/as  supplementary  to  the  1970 
rexjort ,

Iwaste  Pa-XDcr  is  sorted  into  three  grades,  i.e," cardboard”  ^  ”mi3i;<,'d”  and 
"Nwwcprin'^” the  latter  being  shredded  in  order  to  obtain  a  xiood  solid  bale. 
Baling  is  carried  cut  in  a  ”Faal  Press”  which  x^i'O^^uces  a  bale  v/eighinx^ 
between  six  and  seven  hundredweights.  The  total  weight  of  salvax;e  for  the 
year  w*as  33^  tens  comx:-ared  Y/ith  437  tons  in  1970,  the  decrease  being 
attributed  to  a  recessi.n  in  the  trade.

Poultry  Processing 

The  two  poultry  slaughtering  premises  in  the  district  have 
an  annual  throughput  of  approximately  160,000  birds.  Both  have 
operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 

A  third  processing  plant  was  proposed  at  Cullingworth,  which 
envisaged  a  new  purpose-built  factory,  in  connection  with  which  the 
advice  of  the  department  was  provided.  The  anticipated  throughput 
of  this  plant  is  expected  to  reach  one  and  a  half  million  birds 
per  year.  Constructional  work  on  the  building  was  nearing  completion 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Milk  Supply 

Untreated  farm  bottled  milk  is  subjected  to  routine  sampling 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  tests  for  the 
presence  of  anti-biotics. 

Animals  giving  infected  milk  are  isolated  until  such  time  as 
they  recover  or  are  disposed  of.

Water  Supplies 


The  Urban  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  a  number  of 
sources.  Approximately  yj}o  of  the  volume  of  water  is  obtained  in 
bulk  from  the  Bradford  Water  Undertaking,  whilst  the  remainder  is 
derived  from  Bingley  Urban  District  Council  resources,  with  the 
exception  of  Brahksome  Drive  area  which  is  supplied  by  the  Rombalds 
Water  Board. 

As  from  1st  April,  1972  the  whole  of  the  present  Water  Undertaking 
v/ill  be  transferred  to  form  part  of  the  Bradford  Water  Undertaking. 

The  work  of  connecting  9  houses  in  Sty  Lane,  Greenhill  and 
Lady  Lane  to  the  public  supply,  has  been  completed.  These  houses 
were  hitherto  supplied  from  sub-standard  spring  sources. 

Samples  from  public  and  private  supplies  are  taken  for  chemical 
analysis  and  bacteriological  examination.  Any  unsatisfactory 
results  are  investigated  and  remedial  measures  are  taken,  where 
possible.

Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  volumetric  measurement  of  pollution  is  undertaken  by  the 
use  of  equipment  which  is  housed  in  the  Town  Hall,  Bingley,  where 
readings  are  taken  daily  during  the  week. 

The  graph  gives  an  indication  of  the  levels  of  pollution  from 
smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  at  the  point  of  measurement.  The 
supplies  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  once  again  gave  rise  for  anxieties 
during  the  winter,  and  until  such  supplies  are  adequate,  the  benefit 
of  the  smoke  control  programmes  cannot  be  fully  effective.

Noise  Pollution 


The  Council  is  a  long  standing  member  of  the  West  Riding  Advisory 
Council  for  Clean  Air  and  Noise  Control,  and  is  represented  on  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  said  Advisory  Council. 

The  majority  of  complaints  relating  to  noise,  arise  primarily  due 
to  the  mixed  character  of  the  developed  land,  where  residential  propertie 
are  adjacent  to  factory  premises. 

The  duties  carried  out  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  I96O, 
inevitably  involve  staff  in  extra-ordinary  hours  of  work. 

The  depa.rtment  received  27  complaints  of  v/hich  26  related  to  noise 
from  industrial  premises.  One  complaint  was  in  connection  with 
demolition  work. 

Caravan  Sites 

There  are  tv;o  caravaui  sites  licenced  for  more  than  five  caravans 
and  two  sites  licenced  for  one  caravan  each.  The  la.rger  sites  are 
situated  at  Broadstones,  Eldwick  and  Goit  Stock,  Harden,  with  capacities 
of  40  and  66  respectively. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act 

There  is  not  the  need  for  a  full-time  staff  for  this  type  of 
work,  which  includes  the  eradication  of  rats,  mice  and  certain  insect 
pests, 

A  trained  Operative  is  utilised  on  this  v/ork  and  together  with 
other  duties,  his  time  is  used  to  full  capacity,  using  a  light  van  for 
his  various  equipment  and  materials. 

In  addition  to  surface  treatments  previously  referred  to,  the 
Council’s  sewer  system  is  treated  three  times  per  year,  to  control  the 
rodent  population  in  the  system, 

ikddition  treatments  to  sewer  systems  have  been  carried  out  in 
certain  areas  prior  to  redevelopment  work  commencing  on  the  sites.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 


With  the  exception  of  small  communities  at  Low  Springs  and 
High  Lldv/ick  and  properties  in  similarly  isolated  positions  in  the 
higher  reaches  of  the  district,  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is 
provided  with  a  sewer  system.  Large  scale  improvements  to  this 
system  are  being  carried  out  and  these  should  be  completed  in  1972. 

The  sewage  works  are  situated  at  Dowley  Gap,  and  3  small  plants 
are  situated  at  Harecroft,  Flappit  Springs  and  Hallas  Bridge  to  provide 
treatment  for  those  areas. 

The  majority  of  those  properties  not  connected  to  the  sewer  are 
provided  with  the  services  of  the  gulley-cesspool  eraptiers  for  the 
removal  of  liquid  wastes.  The  remaining  44  properties  use  closet 
pails  and  these  types  are  gradually  being  reduced. 

Natural  Water  Courses 


There  is  an  abundance  of  streams  of  va.rious  categories,  most  of 
which  discharge  into  the  River  Aire. 

The  gradual  improvement  in  the  general  quality  of  the  waters  has 
continued.  Incidents  of  pollution  do  arise  from  time  to  time  from  a 
wide  range  of  causes  and  these  are  given  priority  attention. 

Public  Bathing 

The  water  at  the  swimming  bath  at  Myrtle  Grove  is  strictly 
controlled  by  the  Baths  Manager  and  the  results  of  tests  carried 
out  by  this  department  have  been  satisfactory  on  each  occasion. 

The  paddling  pool  situated  in  Myrtle  Park  is  kept  in  good 
condition  and  has  been  well  used  during  the  Summer.

Work-Study  based  incentive  bonus  schemes  were  brought  into 
operation  on  four  of  the  five  rounds  before  the  end  of  the  year* 

The  Eldwick  route  was  brought  into  the  scheme  in  August  and  the 
team  was  reduced  by  one  loader  to  a  driver  sind  two  loaders. 

In  October,  three  other  routes  were  brought  into  the  bonus 
scheme;  these  involving  the  districts  of  Cullingworth,  Wilsden, 
Harden,  Cross flatts,  Cottingley,  Gilstead  and  Bingley  central. 

The  work  load  of  each  route  was  adjusted  and  the  composite  number  of 
loaders  reduced  from  ten  to  seven.  The  implementation  of  this  part 
of  the  scheme  affected  almost  75?^  of  the  district  and  it  was  soon 
apparent  that  two  of  the  three  teams  were  unable  to  complete  their 
respective  weekly  work  loads.  In  December  it  was  decided  that  a 
dustbin  liner  scheme  be  put  into  operation  in  areas  of  Cullingworth, 
Wilsden,  Harden  and  part  of  Crossflat ts;  the  liner  scheme  to 
commence  operation  at  the  end  of  December,  Thus  a  weekly  collection 
was  restored  with  some  difficulty  in  one  case.  It  was  decided  in  the 
second  case  that  overtime  working  would  be  necessary  until  the 
delivery  of  a  new  vehicle  was  taken  in  the  following  May, 

The  fifth  team  dealing  with  the  out-districts  are  due  to  be 
dealt  with  in  the  ensuing  year. 

Trade  Refuse 

A  charge  is  made  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  which  is 
collected  on  request  or  is  collected  under  their  annual  contract 
at  the  rate  of  5p  psr  bin  per  week*  Income  from  this  source  was 
£450, 

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  from  all  sources  is  received  at  the  Dowley  Gap  Tip 
where  the  disposal  of  crude  refuse  is  undertaken  as  near  to  the 
required  standards  as  is  possible, 

A  charge  of  50p  per  load  is  charged  in  respect  of  the  disposal 
facilities  and  the  appropriate  revenue  was  £697, 

A  free  collection  and  disposal  service  is  available  in  respect 
of  bulky  items  of  household  rubbish,  and  the  refuse  tip  opens 
every  Saturday  morning  for  residents  to  take  garden  and  other 
refuse  in  their  own  transport. 

Salvage 

Clean  paper  salvage  is  collected  by  using  salvage  trailers 
behind  the  refuse  vehicles,  and  making  separate  weekly  collections  from 
shops  and  business  premises.

Street  Cleansing 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  the  following  staff  and 
equipment

1  30  cwt.  Fordson  lorry  with  assistant  foreman  ojid  two  labourers

The  30  cwt,  lorry  and  appropriate  staff  are  for  other  purposes, 
including  drainage  work  and  the  collection  of  bulky  refuse. 

Part  of  the  street  cleansing  staff  have  been  brought  onto  the 
work  study  scheme,  £ind  these  include  the  mechanical  road  cleaner 
and  the  street  orderlies.  The  street  orderlies  are  to  be  reducea 
in  number  from  4  to  3  as  soon  as  is  practicable. 

Two  combined  gulley/cesspool  emptiers  are  employed  for  the 
cleansing  of  street  gullies,  the  emptying  of  septic  tanks  and 
cesspools,  and  the  Council’s  small  sewage  treatment  plants  at 
Hewenden,  Hallas  Bridge  and  Flappit  Springs,  In  adaition,  a 
number  of  private  concerns  utilise  the  service  for  de-sludging 
trade  effluent  tanks. 

The  income  derived  from  the  use  of  the  latter  mentioned  two 
machines  during  the  year  was  £829* 

Civic  Amenities  Act,  19^7 

The  work  of  the  department  in  relation  to  this  Act  falls  into 
two  main  categories,  i.e,  the  removal  and  disposal  of  abandoned 
vehicles  or  parts  of  vehicles,  and  the  removal  and  disposal  of 
rubbish  which  has  been  deposited  about  the  district, 
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In  an  endeavour  to  reduce  the  v;ork  in  connection  with  the 
latter  mentioned  rubbish,  the  Council  operates  a  free  collection 
service  for  householders  wishing  to  dispose  of  bulky  items  of 
household  refuse.  This  service  is  undertaken  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  of  each  week  by  arrangement,  using  the  30  cwt.  lorry. 

The  same  vehicle  is  also  utilised  for  the  collection  of  dumped 
refuse. 

The  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  abandoned  vehicles  are 
somewhat  different  in  that  either  the  department  or  a  private  firm 
on  behalf  of  the  Council  dispose  of  vehicles,  partly  depending  on 
whether  the  vehicle  is  a  ’wreck’  or  a  ’runner*.

A  Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  respect  of  the  Bingley  (Keighley 
Road  Crossflatts)  No.  46  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  1970  in  September.

Slum  Clearance 

Acquisition  of  properties  in  Green  Lane  continued  and  at  the  year 
end  some  94  houses  had  been  ourohased,  86  of  these  being  vacant
